A Horse Thief Captured. 
Late last Tuesday afternoon, Mr. .1 A. 
Lawxoo, a iarmer residing near Irfaj II I, 
Adams County, Ohio, and Mr. John 
Adamsou of w,„ Union, deputy ftliwtiff 
of said county, arrived in this ett>, in 
pursuit of a negro horse thief. The thief, 
whose name was not learned. <*ent to 
Mr. Lawson's house* late lust Monday 
evening and tried to secure lodging for 
tbe night. The men folks all beingaway 
at tbe time attending shurch at May 
Hill, the members of the famlily who 
wore at home, being effraid to harbor the 
negro, turned him away. On Mr. Law- 
son's return he suspected the negro of 
being a bad character; and visited his 
•table to see that all was right. He found 
his horses all in their stalls and retired 
for the night. Tuesday morning on going 
out to attend to feeding his stock he dis- 
covered that one of his best horses bad 
been stolen. He started in pursuit of the 
thief, and at West union called in tbe 
assistance of deputy sheriff, John Adam- 
son. They traced the thief to Aberdeen,, 
over forty miles from where the animal 
was stolen, and found that he had crossed 
to this place about one hour before their 
arrival. Coming to this city, they se- 
cured the services of detective Heflin. 
Upon investigation it was found that the 
thief had gone out the Fleming pike. 
As it was late tbe pursuers decided to 
rest in this city. Early Wednesday morn- 
ing, Mr. Lawson and detective Heflin re- 
newed the pursuit. A dispatch received 
from them Wednesday afternoon stated 
that they had captured the thief and re- 
covered the Btolen animal near Mt. Ster- 
ling, Montgomery County. Mr. Heflin 
returned to this place'late last night. He 
has not been seen, but it was learned 
from deputy-sheriff Adamson, who re- 
mained here, that the thief had 

shortly after his capture. The 
assigned for turning him loose 
was that be was crazy. Mr. Lawson is 
to be congratulated on the recovery of his 
horse. The pursuit was a tedious one- 
about ninety miles having been traveled. 
The thief, however, should have been 
taken back and punished, ami not 
loose upon the public. 

Since writing the above we lear 
Captain Heflin, that the thief wa 
taken three miles beyond Mt. Sterling. 
He proved to be a negro raised by Dr. 
Yantis of Fleming County, and has been 
a cripple for some years. He has always 
been considered a half-witted fellow and 
feeling that no jury would convict him, 
the officers released him near Sharpsburg. 
Captain Heflin deserves credit for the 
speedy manner in which he ran the thief 
down and recovered the stolen animal. 
The trip taken is one that is not often 
made, about one hundred and fifteen 
miles having been traveled in a buggy in 
one day by him in the pursuit and return.

ciric hospital, situated at the bane of the 
mountain and under the care of the Bisters 
of the Gray Nuns. 

There are at present 1H0 patlenta confined 
in thin hospital. To attend to this large 
number of the afflicted there are only six 
nurses and two women servant*. The care 
of the patlenta has, therefore, boon most 
outrageous. The fault is due in no respect to 
the sister*, whose self devotiou and car* 
during the present epidemic, have won for 
them the gratitude of the community. The 
outrage is due again to the parsimonious 
conduct of the city officials, who, although 
they must have Leen aware of the terrible 
manner in which the inmates were being 
treated, yet «• to have done nothing 
wbatevor. 

The same incapacity that has character- 
ized them throughout is shown in these 
events. No money should have been spared 
to obtain the proper assistance, and yet all 
that the ci ty would pay to women to attend 
the afflicted in 8t Roche's hospital, was |8 
per month, and the men received tl i.
